“  In  the  common  phraseology  about  eternal  life, 
heaven,  and  such  like  expressions,  there  is  much 
vagueness  if  not  error.  It  would  be  a  hard  task 
for  even  the  employers  of  them  to  translate  them 
into  language  used  in  speaking  or  writing  upon 
other  serious  subjects.  They  are  cant  phrases, 
and  therefore,  according  to  ine  just  reasoning  of . 
the  elegant  Foster,  ought  to  be  excluded  from  good 
theological  writings.*  But  if  I  mistake  not,  Hat- 
riet,  the  ton  common  loose  phraseology  used  in  re¬ 
ference  to  these  subjects,  conceals  a  want  of  deep 
penetration  into  ‘  the  things  of  the  spirit.’  Read 
any  of  the  common  commentators  upon  the  27th 
and  35th  verses  of  this  chapter,  and  consider  if 
you  have  gained  any  leally  exact  information  as 
to  the  meaning.

life  fail  to  relieve.  I  think  of  the  insufficiency  of 
fame,  wealth,  rank,  or  power  to  satisfy  the  crav¬ 
ings  of  the  sonl.  I  Think  that  all  these  gratifica¬ 
tions  were  made  unsatisfactory  that  man  might 
never  rest  in  his  search  after  happiness,  until  he 
had  found  the  infinite  gooil — the  everduring  enjoy¬ 
ment  which  arises  from  communion  with  God — 
from  harmony  with  the  Supreme,  and  which  is 
expressed  in  the  common  translation  by  *  eternal 
life.'
